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RUSSIAN TROOPS 
BEING WITHDRAWN 


From Turkestan and Afghanistan as 
Result of Russian British 
Pact. 


Moscow,Nov, 4—It is estimated here 
that 140,000 troops are being gradually 
withdrawn from the Turkestan and 
the Afghan frontier as well as from 
the Northern Persian frontier, this be- 
ing nade possible by the agreement 
recently concluded with Great Britain 
which reduces the friction point in 
Central and Western Asia to the mini- 
mum. These troops are now being dis- 
tributed throngh disaffected parts and 
are o powerful aid to the government 
in combatting the radical and social- 
istic tendencies, the loyalty of these 
southern battalions being well estab- 
lished. The social democracy have 
decided to present a resolution to the 
Duma demanding that such troops 
“withdrawn from the front’ shall be 
disbanded and not employed in the 
work of terrorization. It is pointed 
out that the present famine is a direct 
result of the war with Japan, whieh 
yesulted in drafting all the able-bodied 
men out of the rural districts with 
the result that millions of acres pas- 
sed back out of cultivation. | 

The resolution will demand a reduc: | 
tion of the military establishment to a 
peace basis and will urge the goverh- 
ment to take energetic remedial meas- 
ures to avert the impending national 
ealastiophe of famine.

colume of ‘London Statistics,” just is 
sued by the London County Council (4s 
a compilation of absorbing interest. Pv- | 
se of life of the greatest commun- 
ity of human beings that the world has 
ever known is set forth in la: id tables 
and clearly drawn wWaps and plans add 
to the interest of the work. . 

Perhaps the tables which set forth the 
ages at which Londoners marry are ot 
supremest interest. The great marrying 
age for both sexes is from twenty-one to 
twenty-five. During the year 1905 with 
which the compilation deals, 12,888 young 
men of twenty-one married, and 13,485 
from the ages of twenty-one to twenty- 
five inclusive, Of the opposite sex 16,- 
253 became brides at twenty-one and 10,- 
403 from the ages of twenty-two to twen- 
ty-five inclusive. 

May Weds December, 

Boy and girl marriages were compara- 
tively few. Two girls of fiteen married 
during the year, one a man of twenty- 
five and the other a man of thirty. The 
youngest age at which boys married was 
sixteen, There were two of these, one 
marrying a girl of his age, and the othe: 
a girl f ive years his senicr. 

wo cases of May and December were 
those in which two girls of twenty-one 
married, one a widower of éizghty*and the 
other a bachelor of over seventy, 

Four bachelors did not marry until 
turned seventy, and seventeen spinsters 
until turned sixty, In all, 1,477 bache- 
lors married widows, 2,099 widowers mar 
Med spinsters and 1151 widowers and 
widows were united. 

The total number of marriages for the 
year was 39,658 (fifty more than in 1904), 
or 16.9 per 1,000 of the population as 
against an average of 18.7 for the period 
1851-195, and a rate of over 22 for 1851.
